I've been thinking 
about replacing the DIP T/R relay in my ARK30 with a DIP header plug and 
some PIN diodes for RF switching. Your efforts have encouraged me to look 
at this method more closely. 


There are several QRP xcvr's in various pub's that use 1N4007's, etc. So 
it has been done before, and common HV rectifiers should work reasonably 
well as a cost-effective substitute for "real" PIN diodes that are much 
more expensive.

Contacted a representative from ARRL and got a reply via e-mail today. 
My main concerns were the microprocessor crystal and the ©.1uf capacitors. 
was told that the crystal was not critical...any type 4 MHz crystal would 
work. I'm gonna go with a HC-49U style case with 20 pf load capacitance 
(Digi-Key CTXO06-ND is the part number). As for the .1uf capacitors some 


folks on the listserver mentioned just looking at the prototype on the cover 


to get an idea of which ones to use. I just decided to use some from Radio 
Shack (4272-109A). They are monolithic dip ceramic capacitors and come five 


to a package. They also had the 1N34A diodes as well (4#276-1123) which I had 


a hard time locating in the Mouser and Digi-Key catalogs. 


The reason part numbers were not listed was the author is from Italy and 


naturally did not get his parts from the states. When I get my order 
complete (later this week) I'll share the part numbers I came up with. I'll 
post to the listserver when completed and if anyone wants it they can reply 
directly and I'll be happy to send it to them. 

I would also like to note that I was very surprised at the number of 


replies I received...not for suggestions to parts but for almost condemning 
me for entertaining the thought of building such a project. I just happen to 
be a "gadget man" and thought it would be neat to build. I didn't realize I 
was going to almost offend people! Whew...

Yes, that key line does NOT key to ground, but is simply an on/off 
switch that turns on and off the 12 volts to key the radio. DO NOT 
GROUND EITHER LEAD. The Quick keyer I used to key the TT2 and to 
control the T/R PIN diodes and mutable amp for my TT2 "transceiver" keys 
to ground, so I used a small reed relay to accomplish the keying. I 
connected one side of the relay coil to 12 volts, the other side to the 
KEYER's key line, then used the relay switch to key the TT2, with no 
part of the switch side of the relay and the TT2 key line grounded.

Just thought I would let you guys know of my progress on the out of 
focus scope. Through the help of many on this list, I was able to 
narrow the problem down to the high voltage supply. In fact, John, 
KH7T, was able to narrow it down to possibly several of a set of 
resistors. Stuart, K5KVA, had the same idea and directed me toward that 
end. This was much better advice than I got from tectronics, who 
basically told me to trash the scope. 


After having to go out and buy a set of torx drivers so that I could get 
into the scope, I found these resistors way out of spec. They were 
supposed to be 510K, but varied from 570K to 13Mohm. 


I replaced the whole set of 6 with new slightly larger 2% ones and the 
scope fired right up with a nice clean trace. 


Pretty cool, a 60MHz scope for $2.00. Now to find some scope probes at 
the next swapmeet.

Oh, I'm on a tangent again.... 


The little antenna, so easy to use, is wound on a recycled or 

reclaimed chalk-line spool. Those plastic thing-ees hold a chalkstring 
that is stretched/snapped over the ground. This Ant. has a total of 66 
feet or so 

of wire on it and each half-wavelength up to the 10 Meter band is marked 
on the insulated wire. Maybe it's only 1/4 wave on 40 meters.... 


In fact, I use this thing all the time around the yard for a 
quick connection and test of my radios. Use two for a dipole or 
just go end-fed. 


I just connect the wire to the ZM-2 ATU, spool off enough wire and 
really HEAVE the plastic housing over a taller bush or available 
treebranch. The spool isn't very heavy so don't expect any 

distance records. Just aim for enough height to get the 

job done. A waterbottle technique and twine are in order for 
serious heights. And for Serious-Serious heights, maybe the bow and 
arrow is needed. har! Then there's that tow ring on the space 
shuttle. Hmmm...... 


When done, Just wind the wire up on the spool. So easy. I expect 
a do-it-yourself'er can make his/her own without too much 
effort. Sounds like a weekend for me :) 


Maybe mine will get a water-jacket for throwing and a wool jacket 
for winter.

I recently participated in the MI and ARCI ‘tests, using 850 
milliwatts. Being crystal controlled, I parked on 7039.4 kHz and called 
CQ. I keep my receiver "wide" and narrow up when I hear a weak one, so 
I was hearing others around me. I heard lots of stations answering the 
"big boys" who seemed to tune right over my weaker signal. By the 
strength of their signals, their QTHs and my experience with others I 
had just worked, I have no doubt that I could have worked all of them, 
but even QRPers seem to fall into the trap of "hunt and pounce" only if 
the other guy is loud. That weak, but readable, signal you skip over 
may be QRPP and an easy QSO; give it a go! I would have loved to have 
worked those half dozen stations I heard working other; they were S9 to 
me! 


Another very important thing I noted in the Bob White 
articles is about centering your signal in the other 
guys bandpass. Boy that is major! I knew that, but its 
written here so clear I had to mention it.

This can be pretty important, but we should also tune around. I do have 


a request of all my fellow QRPers; if you are off frequency, give ita 
try, but make it a long call. I had a few answer my CQs >1 kHz away 
with a "DE W1XXX" call. I wasn't sure if they were really calling me! 
A longer call a bit off frequency gives the op a chance to know he or 
she is being called and time to adjust the receiver for optimum 
reception. "W1IRFI WIRFI de W1XXX W1XXX W1XXX" adds a few seconds, but 
if you are off frequency, it is actually more efficient. Those fast 
break calls work when you are loud and the other op has QSK. 


Even if you are loud, if the other op has to switch a T/R switch 
manually (a common occurrence with QRPers), a fast "DE W1XXX" can get 
lost in the switching time. I worked the MI ‘test that way and 
recognized a few suffixes, but had to do a few QRZs that would have been 
avoided if another half second had elapsed between the end of my CQ and 
the fast-break call. Use good judgement; if it is a "big gun" station, 
he or she is probably set up to deal with a real fast pace, but some are 
not, for either equipment or operator reasons.

Ft. Tuthill is a county park and fairgrounds for Coconino county. It is 
just a few miles South of Flagstaff, on the West side of both highway 89 
and I-10. It is due West of the airport (which is on the East side of 
the highways).

Over the weekend, I got the receiver of the 2N2/40 working, and got the 
transmitter LO and mixer working. 


Yesterday, I had meetings at both ends of the day, but a big chunk of 
meeting-free time in the middle, so it seemed like a good plan to melt 
solder. I could just smell that first contact Monday night! 


Well, as I was working on the cascode RF amplifier, who should call on the 
local repeater, but Jim, K8IQY himself! Jim gets up this way once ina 
while, but this is the first time I've ever actually connected with him in 
real time. After a bit we were joined by W8LSS, a guy I've known for almost 
the entire quarter century I've been a ham, and who has been known to melt a 
bit of solder in his time as well. 


We had a nice chat, but of course, it slowed down the soldering, so by the 
time I had to go back to work, there was still some work to do on the PA. 


After supper, anxious to get that first contact, I finished up the PA, took 
a quick look around, and applied power. No smoke - this is a good sign. 
Tapped the key and - amazing, the wattmeter danced. 


This is looking good, but my heatsinks haven't come in yet so I attacked 
POT4, which sits in front of the TX driver, to get the power down. All was 
well for a short while, but all of a sudden the output spiked and refused to 
respond to the pot. A few seconds later and nothing! 


Well, I assumed I toasted the finals - fortunately I have a handful of them 
in the junk box. But what was wrong? I went through the driver and final 
with the meter, and although I don't know what the voltages SHOULD be, 
everything I saw seemed to make sense. Then I got out the RF probe. Well, 
there was nothing coming out of the finals, but the output from the driver 
was way higher than I thought it should be. Before I put in the new finals 
I wanted to get that voltage somewhere on the planet, so I went after POT4 
again, and found I couldn't reliably affect the voltage. 


After a bit of hunting around with the meter, I discovered that the ground 
end of POT4 had come loose. This time, I was a lot more emphatic with the 
solder, and now I could control the driver output. I set it to something 
that I felt was reasonable - well, maybe a tad conservative - don't want to 
toast any more finals than necessary! 


So, in go the new finals, another inspection, power up again and no smoke! 
OK, now, hit the key and ... no output :-(( x*BUT*, I could hear the 
transmitter on my Icom, so there's some 7MHz RF in the chain, and it sounded 
pretty clean. Gingerly, I crank on POT4, and lo and behold, the meter 
moves. A little more, and we're up around where we want to be. So now, I 
go through the transmitter getting the frequency to make sense relative to 
the receiver (there are some things here that don't make sense to me ... 
gotta work on that!) A little playing around, and it's time for an on the 
air test. 


I figured if I could catch him, LSS should be the first Q. His place is far 
enough away that it's a tough path on 40, but close enough that it's fairly 
reliable. And Bob and I have participated in all sorts of projects over the 
decades. Bob fired up his Kenwood, and of course, you know how that goes. 
You listen around, agree on a clear frequency, and by the time you grab the 
key there's an S9 QSO in progress! John, KB8PGW joined in for a while, too. 
John is in the parts collecting phase for a 2N2 himself, but he had to leave 
before we actually connected. Finally, by the third frequency choice, Bob 
and I were able to make a contact. I gave him a1, he was barely above the 
noise. He gave me a 4. Actually, that's pretty typical for even 5 watts 
over this path, so it was really good news. (His dipole hears better than 
my vertical, but my vertical gets out better). 


Well, there were pictures to take, some buttoning up to do, some planning 
for the special 2N2/40 QSL card (of course!!), so there were no more 
contacts last night. 


I see some more of my pictures are ready, so I hope to add to my web page 
tonight, and there are a few more to take so I can send out the final batch, 
but I WILL be on 40 tonight. Anyone I catch will get a special 2N2/40 card 
(although only W8LSS will get the one of a kind ‘first blood' QSL). 


It should be illegal to have this much fun!

Yeah -- I remember reading about that technique years 
ago in 73, Ham Radio, or QST (prolly 73), Bruce. I can 
see how the original author -- who ever that was -- could 


see how it would work, because we're talking about 
inductance (the ground wire) and capacitance (the 
Spacing between the center conductor and shield and 


the two end caps), which we all know is a low-pass 
filter at some frequencies, a tuned circuit somewhere 
in the spectrum, and "nada' dog-on thing at others." 


I'd imagine that "nada' dog-on thing at others" is the 
catch-22 that that they're worried about, and that would 
be a valid concern; however, I was thinking that maybe 
you could put down multiple runs of 58-U down for 

the frequencies that you operate on and design a 
grounding system for each band. Yeah -- this would 

be a lot of over-kill, but it would still be kinda' neat 
to play around with. Hmmmm. I wonder if anyone has 

tried to design a grounding-cable system with this 

in mind? 


One problem that I see is: how in the heck is this
